through which it passes. Lookers-on are beginning to 
think that the great reconstructor of the map of Europe 
is less like a man who knows his geography than like a 
boy with a puzzle map trying at haphazard one piece 
against another, and trusting chance to help him to a 
possible combination. 

A few days since everything appeared to be settled. 
The Pope was to be left in the enjoyment of all the 
glory of martyrdom, and Europe was to look on and 
see his imbecile tyranny subside. Tuscany, and the 
Romagna, and the Duchies were to be allowed to gray i- 
tate towards Piedmont ; and the only remaining doubt 
was, whether France would seek her own advantage by 
seizing upon the Duchy of Savoy and the County of 
Nice. While we were looking upon this view, lo! the 
colours grew faint, and, as they faded away, 
other lineaments appeared upon the illuminated 
disc, Now we have altogether a new scheme. What 
has happened to produce this revolution in French 
counsels we are not told. Whether it be that France 
has become convinced of the warlike character of the 
Italian nation, and grown apprehensive of so enter- 
prising and ambitious a monarchy ; whether that 
timorous and defenceless French nation has awakened 
to the danger of lying side by side with flerce Italians, 
and has discovered that no possession of Alpine passes 
can give security against such a foe ;—whether these 
or other equally powerful reasons have worked the 
change we have not been told ; but the whole question 
is again thrown into chaos, and we are again set to try 
new combinations. All Italy has been long waiting 
tor some declaration of what its destiny isto be. The 
óracle, however, cannot make up its own mind. A 
word of permission would have fixed all the States of 
Italy in one coherent mass, and ever and anon 
that word has been half spoken and hastily retracted 
We are astonished at such shitting counsels where we 
had been accustomed to such prompt resolves. Does 
our great ally doubt the sincerity of Austria's expres 
sions of humiliation—does he dread that her attitude of 
sufferance is only a pretence, and that he may have to 

ht another Solferino if he make himself the protector 
ofa united Italy? Or is that early notion of a king- 
dom of Etruria recurring to hia mind? Noone can teil. 
All we are allowed to know is, that while the Italians 
are impatiently awaiting the mission to unite, 
another and an entirely different scheme is 
sent down to amuse or to distract them. It is now 
gested that Tuscany, instead of being annexed to - 
mont, shall remain the small powerless principality 
which it was when Napoleon III. crossed the Alps, and 
that the Romagna s go back to the suzerainty of the | 

As 
Tuscany will not receive back her Grand Duke, 
it is ae that she shall accept as a substitute

Amid 
all these shifting counsels and irresolute schemings, 
the purpose of the Italians has never varied, and 
their enthusiasm has never slackened.

of Savoy to France. 

Sir R PEEL seconded the motion, and said that the 
annexation of Savoy to France would be an inroad “upon 
the treaty of Europe, which mast be vigorouly check: id 
or sanctioned by the Great Powers. He was not influer- 
ced by any spirit of hostility to the Government, but he 
trasted that their recent relations with the French 
Government would not fetter the free political action ot 
the country. Ile regarded the professions ot the Emperor 
of the French with suspicion, for they were always the 
most profound when they concealed some ambitious d. 
signs, and he pow found the French Government, in spite 
ut its professions, insisting that the frontiers of France 
must be extended, and that it was incessantly intrigu 
in Savoy.

independence of Switzerland, and fatal to the peace of 


Europe. He called upon the Government to act with 
conciliation and power, for the exercise of these quali-
